In n dense fog at 7:30 this 
morning an accident occurred resulting 
in the death of T. Paulano .section man, 
anil fatal injuries to :i man named Geo. 
Furuell, also known us Walker, and 
who luis relatives in Vancouver and Vic- 
toria. 

Three handcars with eighteen men 
started out this morning on tin- Mission 
branch and when about four miles from 
the junction paused at a bridge expect- 
ing a freight coining from Huntingdon. 
Not hearing the whistle they proceeded 
and nil three handcars wen,' crashed into 
by the freight, being completely demol- 
ished, Most of the men jumped and es- 
caped. On the second handcar Furnell 
was fatally injured and death is ex- 
pected hourly. Paulano, on the third 
car, wns almost instantly killed. 

All of the men are of Mission Junc- 
tion. They constituted a section 
mid fence gang and were going to Hun- 
tingdon to fix up the track caused by n 
Seattle engine running off recently. Cor- 
oner Ptttendrlgh was expected at Mis- 
sion from New Westminster, on No. 2 
this afternoon to hold an inquiry. 

Furncll's daughter lives at 210 Oppen 
heimer street, Vancouver, and the rest of 
the family in Victoria.

Tlio Conservative Lender Visiting

Trip to England. 

Montreal, Kept. 17. — (Special) — Sir 
Charles Tapper bus arrived here from 
his tour in the Maritime provinces, and 
will 'go *o tiie Capital for a lew days.' He 
will return in time to take the Allan line 
(learner Ctlliforuian for Englnnd. 

Speaking of his trip, during which lie 
v {sited his constituents in the county of 
Cnpe Breton, Sir Charles stated that 
ii is tour was one series of ovations. He 
received a most hearty reception from 
the people whom he represents in parlia- 
rfiant, as well as from other parts of 
the provinces of Nova Scotia and Now 
Brunswick, lie delivered addresses at 
various points throughout the provinces 
and he found the people anxious to hear 
him. While in England Sir Charles will 
dispose of a number of business mat- 
ters, which will leave him free next sum- 
mer to devote more time to his public 
duties.

Winnipeg, Sept. 17.— At the Dominion 
Trades and Lnbor Congress to-day, a 
communication was read from the sec- 
retary of tiie journey men tailors of St. 
Thomas, Out., submitting a resolution 
relating to competition from outside 
met chant tailors. . 

The Guelph, Out., iron moulders' union 
ashed that steps bo taken respecting the 
Intimidation bill, which is being used 
against workingmen in conducting 
strikes. 

A. M. Rosburgh, Toronto, secretary of 
the Prisoners' Aid association, asked for 
eo-c pern Hon in the cause of prison re- 
form. 

It was resolved that the congress re- 
quest the Dominion government to 
print both tile findings and the evidence 
of the Crow's Nest commission, nnd 
that a copy be supplied to all labor or- 
ganizations in tiie Dominion. 

A resolution by Delegate Stewart, of 
Winnipeg, that the existing property 
qualifications for public ollice should be 
abolished, as inconsistent witli a free 
representative system of self-govern- 
ment, was adopted. 

A motion by. I), O'Donoiihue. Toronto, 
respecting prison reform, wns voted 
down. 

Delegate James Wilkes, Rosslund, B. 
C, moved, seconded by .T. G. Flottj of 
Hamilton: "That whereas the supply 
of labor in most localities is fully up to 
the demand, and in many communities 
considerably exceeds it, and in the opin- 
ion of this congress there is positively no 
necessity for the seven days' work per 
week system which obtains anil prevail 
in the metalliferous mining industry of 
British Columbia, in direct antagonism 
to the expressed sentiment anil wishes 
of organized labor in the localities mostly 
affected; therefore resolved, that this 
congress instructs the executive commit- 
tee of the aforesaid province to urgi 
upon the legislature there the advisabil- 
ity of adopting such legislation as would 
speedily and effectually secure to the 
operatives of the mining industry 
British Columbia the benefits of one 
day's rest in seven." 

Delegate Smith, of Nanaimo, It. C, 
took Hie objection to the motion that it 
was not in accordance with the principles 
of trades unionism to seek by legislative 
action what men could do for them- 
selves. The question was under discus- 
sion when the congress adjourned for 
lunch, and again at the afternoon si 
sion. The motion was finally referred 
to a special committee. 

This afternoon the delegates were 
taken in hand by the council and shown 
the sights. All were photographed in a 
body at old Fort. Garry gateway, and 
then a special electric train conveyed the 
party around the city. This evening it 
banquet in honor of the delegates was 
given at the city hall. The session will 
resume at 'J a. m. on Monday, 



(Special to The Colonist.) 
Montreal, Sept. 17.— The chief busi- 
ness at the provincial synod yesterday 
wns the report of the board on domestic 
and foreign missions. It suggested that, 
in view of the impoverished condition of 
the mission funds, and other great ex- 
penses incurred in maintaining mission- 
aries in all foreign fields, the church con- 
fine its missionary efforts in future to 
one lield. The financial statement of the 
report gave the receipts as 82(>,00fi for 
1895-0; $14,702 for 1890-7; and $25,400 
for 1897-8. The total sum available for 
appropriation was .$20,(102.77. This lias 
been disbursed to missionary dioceses in- 
cluding the following: Calgary, $-100; 
Columbia, $50; Mackenzie River, 
$770.2-1; New Westminster, $017.08. 

Canon Spencer read a communication 
from the Women's Auxiliary announcing 
Unit they had collected during the past 
three years over $85,000 and that the 
thanks offering nt the service yesterday 
amounted to nearly $1,400, which was 
to be devoted to the building of a hospital 
in Japan for training nurses, The tiyhod 
was asked to designate the object to 
which the next triennial thank offering 
should lie devoted, so that the auxiliary 
could discuss it during their meeting. 
The discussion on this continued until 
late, the choice lying between a hos- 
pital in Japan and the work of Christian- 
izing Chinese in British Columbia. 

Some surprise was expressed at a 
statement of Judge Harrington that it- 
was impossible to evangelize Chinese in. 
this country. Canon Davis emphatically 
contradicted it and Judge McDonald al- 
so strongly objected to Uie statement.

Londoa, Sept 17.— Three or four black 
thunder clouds are overhanging the po- 
litical horizon of Europe. , The diplo- 
mats aire anxiously -waiting to .see wheth- 
er they wilt ipass away or burst.. . The 
Dreyfus, Cretan and Egyptian questions 
have become more acute and it is dilll- 
oult at present to forecast the outcome 
in either case. An indication of the ac- 
tivity iu. the official world is found in the 
fact that the Marquis -of Salisbury, who 
went for a iholiday to take the waters 
of Centneville, had a special telegraph 
office established at his hotel this week, 
in order to deal with the mass of official 
telegrams pouring in and out. 

It is understood the British Premier 
lias ordered that the most vigorous meas- 
ures be taken at Gandhi, island of 
Crete, where Uritish troops were recent- 
ly fired upon by Mussulmans, the exe- 
cution of which only awaits the arrival 
of sufficient reinforcements of Her Maj- 
esty's soldiers who now number 2,000 
there, while another battalion is on its 
way to Candia from Egypt. The most 
recent advices tend to show the powers 
are disposed to give Great Britain a free 
band to ohtnin reparation for the mas- 
sacre of Christians and the 

INSULTS TO BRITISH ABMS. 
'Admiral Noel, the British naval comman- 
der in Cretan waters, has already ar- 
ranged with the other admirals for the 
immediate withdrawal of the military 
contingents. The British squadron now 
lying before Candia is powerful enough 
to raze the place to the grouud in a fen- 
hours. The Turkish authorities of Can- 
dia are playing their old game of sur- 
rendering a number of nobodies of the 
ringleaders of the massacres, while a 
number of those who are known to be 
the real instigators of the trouble are 
still at liberty and are likely to remain 
so unless considerable farther pressure 
is brought to bear upon the Turks. 

As it is, the prompt action of the Brit- 
ish admiral gave the Sultan a bad fright, 



order to prevent Omdurman becoming a 
second Mecca. 

NEW AMERICAN POSSESSIONS. 

How the United States will administer 
its new possessions, and bow large these 
possessions will be, continue to be sub- 
jects for considerable speculation ia the 
newspapers.

As there 
was no bank all the money In the town, 
ill silver and bank bills, was- in the old 
fort and was consequently burned up, 

The disaster was caused by a little girl 
setting fire to some dry wood in the 
fort by putting on too big a fire in a 
stove. 



VESUVIUS MAKES TROUBLE. 

A Magnificent Spectacle but Much Loss 
Occasioned by Present Activity, 

_Kome, Sept. 17— The activity of Mount 
Vesuvius is increasing. Deep rumblings 
and explosions are heard in the crater 
and these are followed by the vomiting 
forth of great quantities of lava and 
ashes. A torrent of lava half a mile 
wide is flowing near the crater. A little 
way down the mountain the stream di- 
vides into three branches from twont.f 
to fifty yards wide with a velocity of 
thirty-live yards an hour. All the vil- 
laves in the neighborhood are sprinkled 
with ashes. Some of the wells have 
died up. Many pine groves and vine- 
yards have been destroyed.

completed. S.'o unexpected was the com- 
ing of Miss Perkins and young Bourne 
that outside of one or two who had been 
previously notified there were very few 
friends at the station when the train 
came in. The young lady, however, was 
immediately recognized by the bystand- 
ers at the station and the news spread 
round the town with incredible rapidity 
A carriage with a messenger was des- 
patched to the parents' home mid Mr 
Perkins, the mot her, suffered almost as 
badly from the shod; of the good newt 
as she'ilid two days before when the cir- 
cumstances of her daughter's supposed 
horrible death were gently broken to her. 

So positive had Mr. Perkins been that 
bis daughter had been the victim of 
crime that he had gone to Bridgeport to 
get the remains and sent word from there 
to liis family to make arrangements for 
the funeral which was to take place to- 
morrow. Just accross the street from 
the parents' house is a little eemete.-y, 
and only this morning, in response to the 
request of Mrs. Perkins, a grave had 
been dug by the sexton in the family lot, 
and the new earth thrown up beside it 
could be plainly seen from the home. 

Half an hour after Miss Perkiiise ar 
rived hero a local undertaker's wagon 
drove up to the house and in it was the 
coffin which had been ordered by the 
family. The funeral arrangements had 
even gone so far that the family min- 
ister had been asked to conduct the ser- 
vices. 

Taunton, Mass., Sept. 17.— The few 
people who were on the platform of the 
Taunton Central passenger station 
the arrival of the Providence train 
7:30 to-night, witnessed a pathetic mid 
almost a tragic incident. It was when 
Frank Perkins, of Middleboro, was first 
told that his daughter whs safe and well 
at home. When the train stopped, a 
middle-aged man, with marks of care 
upon his face, alighted and walked along 
the platform a short distance, then came 
to a standstill, looking up and down the 
station in an uncertain way. There 
were few people to notice him, and none 
recognized the man, nor was his identity 
known uutil a few minutes later, when 
Mr. B. F. Kingsbury came out of his 
office, and, looking about the people, 
asked, " Is Frank W. l'erkius here V " 
The man who had been standing alone 
ruiecd his head and indicated that he 
was the person sought. 

Mr. Kingsbury .stepped forward and 
placed in Mr. Perkins' hand a slip 
paper, on which the words were written, 
" Your daughter Grace and Charley are 
at home safe and well." Mr. Perkins 
started as though he had been struct 
looked at the train dispatched in a dazed 
sort of way, and said, " I will believe it 
when I get home and see her with my 
own eyes." 

At this juncture a young man .stepped 
ui) to Mr. Perkins and introduced him- 
self ns David Surry. He stated that he 
had come direct from Middleboro, and 
that Grace was alive and well, and that 
,it was his purpose to accompany Mr. 
Perkins home. In the baggage car of 
the train at this moment was a coffin 
containing the dismembered remains of 
the victim of the Bridgeport murder, and 
even with the assurance that Surry gave 
him, Mr, Perkins would not believe that 
these remains were not his daughter's. 
After some little delay, the coffin was- 
transferred from the car to a hears* 
which was waiting outside the depot. In 
another conveyance Mr. Perkins and 
Surrey left with the hearse for Middle 
boro, as the train on which the former 
came did not go any further.

TO DEAL WITH ANARCHISTS. 

European Powers Suggest Joint Action- 
Proposal of Wholesale Deportation, 

Berlin, Sept. 17.— The nssassinatioii of 
the Empress of Austria at Geneva, Swit- 
zerland, on Saturday last has led to n 
violent outcry in some of the reactionary 
orders for repressive measures against 
anarchists. Indeed, some of them went 
to extremes, advocating measures against 
socialists and their allied political par- 
ties. 

Statements have appeared in several 
newspapers to the effect that the Ger- 
man government intended to take the 
initiative in proposing international ac- 
tion. Official circles, however, deny any 
such intention, but they declare that any 
proposals on the subject will be well re- 
ceived by the German government, which 
will do nil possible to co-operate with 
united action. 

In spite of this, there is no chance of 
any sweeping repressive action being 
adopted in the Reichstag, as the Centre 
party, without which no such measures 
could puss, says, through its lending or- 
gan, the Cologne Volkes Zeitung; "The 
murder of President Oarnot gave birth 
to the Umsturz hill of ISO-t. We may 
therefore, expect Luccheni (the assassin 
of the Empress of Austria, will cause 
second edition of the bill to be intro 
duced; but if so, it will suffer the same 
fate— defeat. Even the least informed 
persons are aware that socialists and 
anarchists arc not identical." 

The Vorwacrtz remarks: "Behind the 
rcichstag stand the German people, who 
understand that legislation in the guise 
of the Umsturz bill will only benelit coj 
talists and severely injure the rights and 
well-being of the laboring classes." 

The Liberal newspapers all denounce 
the idea of repressive legislation, but 
there is a strong curren. i. court and 
government circles in favor of such 
measures, and a despatch sent to Em 
pcror William by the spokesman of the 
leading industrial associations of the 
Rhine ami Westphulia, welcoming 
advance any steps to repress the cue 
mies of the ethical order, is significant 
and especially as it was sent so soon 
after His Majesty personally in a speech 
pronounced himself in favor of such re 
pression. 

Diplomatic circles will not be surprised 
if Russia and Austria set on foot a pro- 
posal for international action against 
anarchists, but they are extremely doubt 
ful whether Great Britain, the United 
States and Switzerland will co-operate 

The Deutsche Zeitung suggests that 
all the European governments agree to 
•deport the confessed anarchists to a fur 
away island, and keep them there.

■There was n fur bottcr attendance at

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THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

Hitherto in British Columbia the civil 
service has not been considered u po- 
litical organization. Men when appoint- 
ed to positions on the permanent staff 
felt that they had secured places that 
could be regarded as fixed, and they hare 
always endeavored to arrange their per- 
sonal affairs accordingly. Most of them 
have secured homes and surrounded 
Uienisclyes with little comforts, which 
make their life enjoyable, but cannot 
very well bo taken elsewhere. They as 
a rule attend to their duties well. They 
have had every incentive to do so. Thei 
has been no tempttation to make hay 
while the sun shines. Hence honesty 
has marked the conduct of the whole ser- 
vice. Nothing is more valuable to a 
country than a trained permanent civil 
service, composed of men wholly indiffer- 
ent to the success of one party or an- 
other, so far as their own tenure of office 
is concerned. We do not say that, be- 
cause a tr.au accepts a place in in a 
public department, he thereby gives up 
his citizenship. Policy may dictate that 
civil servants ought to be deprived of 
their voles; but even when this is done, 
they cannot be deprived of their right 
to think and form preferences. Offensive 
partisanship may properly he punished 
by dismissal; but the mere exercise 
the franchise or oven the open expression 
of opinion ought not to be regarded as 
such. We think it can be fairly claimed 
that the civil service employees in Brit- 
ish Columbia and the other provinces of 
Canada, as well as of the Dominion it- 
self, whatever may be their personal 
predilections, are always loyal to the 
government of the day. They ought to 
be so, even though they may vote 
against government candidates. They 
are loyal in the sense that they do their 
duty as public officials as faithfully for 
one party as for another, and do riot em- 
ploy their official positions to the disad- 
vantage of the party in power. It some- 
times happens that the very nature of 
an bflicial's duty necessitates his doing 
work for the parly in power, 'nil ho 
/>nj.;ht not to be held responsible for this. 

The Semlin government is inaugurat- 
ing a change in this respect. It lias 
•caused the members of the civil service 
to understand that they have no reason 
to expect, because they are in office to- 
day, that they will bo in office to-mor- 
row. Take tile case of Miss Woblley, 
stenographer to the Premier. This lady 
lias filled that post for eight years. She 
has served at least (luce premiers. Or 
her efficiency there can be no manner of 
doubt. That she was a partisan, offen- 
sive or otherwise, would be an absurd 
suggestion. Yet she was dismissed with- 
out notice. She was used worse than 
a respectable housekeeper would use a 
Chinese servant. Faithful service, lady- 
like demeanor, intelligence and industry 
■•count for nothing with this administra- 
tion. She was simply told to go, as one 
might turn out a tramp or a trespasser. 
Unjust treatment of a girl by a magis- 
trate once cost a government of Great 
Britain the seals or office, and if the 
people of British Columbia do not, on 
their first opportunity, express their con- 
■ deuuiation of the unjust treatment of 
■Mis.s Woolley, they deserve to have the 
Vivil service made the plaything of poli- 
tical parties. 

The danger which lies in prostituting 
the civil service to political purposes is 
very great, and is likely to operate in 
various directions. Men who are up- 
pointed to official positions and know 
that they are likely to be turned adrift 
at tiny time, will have an eye always to 
the main chance. Personal interests 
will have the first place in their consid- 
eration, and the public welfare the 
setusnd. We do not believe that the 
people of British Columbia desire to see 
such a change inaugurated, and (hat 
they will stain]) with their disapproval 
the line of policy which Mr. Semlin has 
seen fit to follow. All the dismissals 
have been marked by indecent haste, as 
though the members of the government 
feared to give the displaced officials rea- 
sonable notice. lest they might find them- 
selves out before they had an opportunity 
to make new appointments.

TION. 



QTJES- 



We congratulate the Times upon hav- 
ing at last undertaken to discuss Un- 
constitutional question involved in the 
dismissal of the late ministry, although 
we cannot add to this a compliment up- 
on its grasp of the subject. It quotes 
extensively from Todd's " Parliament- 
ary Government In the British Colo- 
nies." Before proceeding further, we 
may remind the Times of what it is 
doubtless ignorant, namely, that Dr. 
'Todd's work, like a legal text book, is 
authority only as far as its dicta are 
borne out by precedents, For the prece- 
■denta we must go to the proceedings of 
parliament, and the observations of any 
writer, however learned, in regard to 
those precedents, are only of weight &o 
• fur as they express the logical conclusion 
from the precedents themselves. Most 
of the writers on constitutional law lake 
very broad views of the prerogative, but 
it must not he supposed that anyone is 
bound by their views, that their opinions 
have the force of law, or that they speak 
with any greater authority than can be 
.supported by the application of the or- 



dinary principles of logic to what they 
say. 

With this observation as to the value 
of text book dissertations on constitu- 
tional law, lot us see what Dr. Todd 
lays down in the quotations. It is sim- 
ply this: That a governor may dismiss 
his ministers for causes that seem to 
him sufficient. As the Times expressly 
addresses its article to the Colonist, we 
may point out to it that there was no 
necessity to quote half a column from 
any writer to establish the point, for if 
it had turned to the Colonist of August 
!), it would have found the following 
statement in the editorial announcing 
the dismissal of the ministry: "That 
the Lieutenant-Governor has power to 
call upon anyone at any time to take the 
position of chief adviser may bo con 
ceded." The Colonist has never receded 
from this position. It hopes it under 
stands the British constitution too well 
to lose sight of the fundamental principle 
that no emergency can possibly arise, 
which neither the crown nor parliament 
can adequately meet. The right of dis- 
missal must lie vested in the crown or 
its representative, or we will cease to 
have a monarchical form of government, 
Kut this right of dismissal must be exer- 
cised "on grounds capable of being stat- 
ed and defended to parliament." This 
is in accordance with constitutional prac 
tlee as explained by Lord Brougham in 
hi l place in parliament more than 711 
years ago. and recognized by Sir Robert 
Peel on the last occasion when a British 
ministry was dismissed. These- two pre- 
cedents settle the constitutional right of 
the sovereign. They concede the right 
of dismissal, but give the conditions upon 
which it may be exercised. There is no 
question upon this point, and this is a 
that the long citations from Todd estab- 
lish. Applying this principal to Lieu 
tenant-Governor Mclnnes' action we find 
that he gave his reasons ror his act of 
dismissal, and the whole argument of 
the Colonist has boon to show that the 
reasons were entirely insufficient. We 
have sought to show that, giving the full 
est weight to everything stated by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in his letters, and 
without going outside of wdiat he him- 
self relies upon, he wholly failed to make 
out a ease warranting the exercise of 
the prerogative of dismissal, and, there 
fore, that his conduct was utterly -with- 
out warrant, unsupported by precedent, 
in violation of parliamentary usage, and 
arbitrary in the extreme. 



THE AWAKENING OF CHINA. 

A very noteworthy concession has bee 
granted by the Chinese Emperor to th 
Pekin Syndicate, Limited, of London. It 
confers upon the company the right to 
open and work coal and iron mines 
the province of Shansi, and to construct 
all necessary railways, canals, and so on. 
The charter holds good for (!() years. 
The government receives 2"> per cent, of 
the net profits. -This is admitted to bt 
the most important concession over 
granted by China to foreigners, the 
much talked of Belgian concession being 
hardly a concession at all, but simply an 
arrangement under which some Belgian 
capitalists act for the Chinese govern 
nie.it. So unsatisfactory are the terms 
of the Belgian arrangement that nothin 
whatever has been done under it. 

The province of Shansi lies in th- in- 
terior and directly in the rear of Chili, 
in which Pekin is situated. A narrow 
strip of the hitter province separates it 
from Shangtung, in which is situated 
Wei-hei-wei, lately become a British pos- 
session under lease. It, will be recalled 
that when this lease was made, objection 
was taken that it did not -give British 
capitalists any right to the rich mines 
of Shansi, and that hence it was of little 
value. Particular stress was laid in 
foreign papers upon the fact that the 
British government failed to acquire the 
right to construct railways into the in- 
terior, so as -to reach this province. It 
seems, therefore, as if, as is usually the 
case, John Bull's ever-ready commercial 
instincts have supplemented his diplo 
macy, 

Too great stress cannot be laid upon 
this new concession'. It means the do 
velopinent of Northern China on a scale 
hitherto undreamed of. The United 
States consul at Tientsin declares it to 
be a step of very special importuni 
The bearing which this has upon Canada 
can hardly be overestimated. Contem- 
porary with the opening of China to in- 
dustrial expansion will come a change 
in the diet of the people, and it is impos- 
sible to realize fully what, this signilu 
There are four hundred million people 
resident in China. If one-tenth of them 
should become consumers of wheat, it 
would mean a market for 200,000,000 
bushels a year, which is about double the 
production of Canada for 1808. Where 
will this wheat come from V Not from 
the United States. That country ha 
about reached the highest; point in its 
production of this grain. There is no 
portion of Asia which can supply the dc 
mnnd. In the course of time, Siberia 
may become a great wheat producer, but 
that, will be years hence. The best 
source of supply will be Canada, and for- 
tunately Canada has a field ready for 
occupation. There are millions upon 
millions of acres of the finest wheat land 
on the globe awaiting settlement In the 
Northwest. The growing of this grain 
for China will people the prairie region 
with a thrifty and prosperous population'; 
the handling of it will build up on the 
coast of British .Columbia cities which 
will rival' in importance the largest cen- 
tres on the Atlantic shore of the conti 
nent. No one can measure the Import; 
mice of this, and the best of it all is that 
we are likely to see the results within a 
very short time. It is not too soon for 
the Dominion government to take cogniz- 
ance o,f what is going on in China and 
shape .the policy of the country accord- 
ingly. ... . ... v., ; U J I ' !..--•- 



FOOTPRINTS. 

As a mark of special favor one of the 
officers of the Khedive permitted Sir 
Samuel Baker to enter a newly opened 
tomb, which had not been unsealed since 
it was closed up more than forty cen- 
turies ago. The tomb was much like 
other ancient tombs, but it bad one re- 
markable feature. At the door was u 
little heap of sand, and on it, as fresh 
as if it had just been made, was the im- 
print of a bare foot, left by the last per- 
son -who had been within the tomb be- 
fore it was closed. Of course this is not 
the oldest footprint which modern eyes 
have rested upon, because in the rock 
are frequently found the impressions left 
by birds' feet, and these must minions- 
ureably antedate the impression on the 
sand of the Egyptian tomb, but there is 
something which appeals to the Imagina 
Hon in the latter, which is lacking in 
the former. The footprint was doubtless 
that of a slave, for the foot was bare, 
and there were markings in the snru 
showing that the last act to hi? perform 
ed was the sweeping out of the sepul 
chre. 

Four thousand years lake us buck a 
long way in the history of mankind 
Greece, Rome, Persia, Assyria— nil thesi 
nations wore unheard of four thousand 
years ago. Abraham had not yet been 
born. Forty centuries take us back to 
a civilization of whose nature we can 
only guess. It is a little over four hun- 
dred years since Columbus discovered 
America, and we know how the world 
lias been changed during that compara 
lively brier period. But we are trying 
to estimate the antiquity of a dale ten 
times more remote. The interval be- 
tween the closing of the tomb and the 
birth "of Abraham was about the same 
as between the reign of Alfred t h 
Great and the present day, and of th 
times of Abraham we have only the 
vaguest conception. In these long pre- 
historic centuries, what nations may 
have risen and decayed we cannot guess. 
Perhaps at the time the tomb was sealed 
(hi' Sahara may have been a garden liki 
the great prairie region of America. Per- 
haps between the pyramid builders of 
the Nile valley and those of Central Am- 
erica there may then have been close 
commercial intercourse. Art certainly 
had made great progress. Doubtless 
science had made considerable advance. 
Unquestionably there were schools of 
learned philosophers. Those things w 
may infer from analogy. But all i 
gone. The empires which contended for 
supremacy, the learning which sought to 
pierce the mysteries of life and nature, 
the social circles where love, ambition, 
haired and jealousy worked out their 
plots and counterplots, all have perished, 
and there remained only the shrivelled 
mummy of n prince and the footprint of 
a slave. Wo do not know what the prince 
did. He may have been a warrior, at 
whose name the enemies of his country 
trembled; he may have been a patron of 
the arts and caused great temples to be 
erected: he may have been a mere vo- 
luptuary and lived a. life of indolent 
ease, surrounded by women of the rarest 
loveliness. We know nothing of him 
but that he is dead and that he was u 
prince. We know that the slave did 
something. He swept out (ho tomb. No 
man can point to a thing and say that 
Moses did if, or Solomon, or Aggarnem- 
mon, fir Caesar or Charlemagne; but we 
know that the broom tracks on the sand 
were made by the slave, whose footprint 
was on the threshold. 

The moral of all this lies right upon 
the surface, ami to point it: out would 
be supererogation. Tt was hardly neces- 
sary to go to an Egyptian tomb for :i 
demonstration or the principle that the 
trivial nature of an act is no guarantee 
that its effect will not be enduring. Prob- 
ably if we could read (dearly between the 
lines or history, we would see that ap- 
parently trivial events have done more 
lo determine the rate or nations than 
the greatest deeds of the most famous 
men. Like the slave of ancient Egypt, 
we are all making footprints and the 
character of our lives may be judged 
by them, just as we know that he was n 
careless fellow, because he did not 
sweep all the sand out of the tomb. 



By permitting the ministers in the 
Semlin government to be returned to 
the house without opposition, the opposi- 
tion have sacrificed nothing, but have 
rather gained an advantage.

Advices just received from the Con- 
solidated Alberni mines are of a most 
satisfactory character. The faces of 
the drifts are now showing large quail 
tities of the precious metal, plainly vis 
ible to the naked eye. The recent de- 
velopment work done in the mine has 
demonstrated the correctness of the opin- 
ion of Mr. Edgar Itathbon (late inspector 
of mines to the Transvaal government) 
who recently spent several (lays on the 
property, and who reported most favor- 
ably on its prospects and value. This 
engineer estimated that the output of 
the mine could by judicious development 
be easily increased to titty tons per day 
of free milling ore, yielding at least 
$20 to the ton. The present management 
has availed itself of -Mr. Itiithbone's ex- 
perience in these matters, with the re- 
sult that the mine has never looked CO 
well as at the present moment. The 
little stamp mill there is working away 
very satisfactorily, and although there 
has dot been as yet an entire clean-up 
the amalgam taken from the oufsidi 
plates has yielded over $1,800 in gold 
thus indicating most encouraging final 
results. 

Among tin 1 coast mines of Vancouver 
Island where work is being carried on 
in good shape is what is known i 
Hayes' Camp, on the Canal, twelve mil 
from tin 1 town of Alberni. This property 
is owned by Mr. Hayes and Mr. A. L 
Mohler, of Portland, president of the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation com- 
pany. There is a shaft down UK) feet 
on the property and a private letter re- 
ceived in town yesterday stated that 
an assay of ore from the bottom of the 
shaft assayed 5.8 oz. gold; $1.75 in silver 
and 19.S per cent, in copper, or a total 
value of .$102.18. The same letter stales 
that a shaft is now being run in 1-17 feel 
down the hill from the mouth of the 
shaft and that, the ore body has been 
erosseut 28 feet without striking the 
wall. The owners are building a wharf 
a/id tramway to the mine a distance of 
three miles. Thirty men are at. work 
and more will be put on as occasion per- 
mits.

widened out to twenty feet; seven feet 
of this went fifty dollars to the ton. and 
the other thirteen feet twelve dollars per 
ton, and is splendid concenarating ore. 
At the (wo hundred foot, level it: opens 
up a magnificent body of copper glance, 
four feet of which is twenty-five per 
cent, copper." Mr. Treat also states 
that a shipment of 200 tons of ore would 
be made to Swansea in September and 
would realize $50 a ton. The company, 
he said, were going to arrange for the 
immediate erection of a smelter and ex- 
pected it to be running by February 
next.

THE MASTER SPEAKS. 
There is evidence every tiny to show- 
that the Linirier government is in mental 
■dread of a prohibition victory iit the 
polls. la L'atrie, Hon. Mr. Tarte's 
organ in Montreal, throws off the mask 
■completely and publishes an article writ- 
ten no doubt by the minister of public 
works himself which appeals to the farm- 
ers with the statement that, the distil- 
leries being closed, a profitable market 
for hurley, corn and other grains would 
■be lost to the farmers of Canada by pro- 
Oiibition. J-u l'atrie also slates that the 
formers should not lose sight of the fact 
that total prohibition would entail the 
failure of thousands of canning estab- 
lishments, and throw at least 80,000 em- 
ployees on the street. Mr. Tarte's tem- 
perance friends will read the conclusion 
of the article with pleasure: "Farmers 
who wish to avoid the evils of drun- 
kenness in their respective parishes have 
the means iit their disposal for protect- 
ing themselves by the adoption of a 
municipal by-law prohibiting the open- 
ing of baloons and the sale of liquors in 
the limits of their jurisdiction."

More than this, 
I have seen the opportunity given In every 
meeting for the anti-prohibition people to 
lefute the sweeping statements made 
against them, but, to my knowledge, not 
one lias appeared. 'Why this skulking In 
darkness by the liquor party? One has 
snld: "This Is the condemnation that 
light Is come Into the world, but men loved 
darkness rather than light, because their 
deeds were evil. IFor everyone thnt doetb 
evil bnteth the light, neither eometh to tlie 
lleht lest Ids deeds be discovered. Hut he 
that doetb truly eometh to the light." An- 
swer ye judges, lawyers, doctors, mer- 
chants, editors, politicians, nrtlznns. teach- 
ers; answer ye silent clergy— "the hungry 
sheep look up nnd are not fed" — answer 
nnd inform those seeking light why, by 
.tour silence, yoii support the liquor traffic. 
Speak out ye Britons who have ever been 
just to crush the arm of tlie oppressor, 
will an net prohibiting the Importation, 
iiinnufnrture or sale of finlrlts, wine, beer, 
ale. elder and all other liquors for use as 
beverages trample upon your Gndnivon 
rights? NwMESIS. 



for the reason that this being a mining 
country, they get the practice. Tfic add I- I 
tloiuil work to the Judges of the Supreme 
court here would not interfere with the 
performance of their ordinary duties, so 
long as there are no vacancies on the 
beach. The judgments of our Supreme 
court as a court of appeal from the Yukon 
district would be received with great re- 
spect. Tlie appeals could be brought on 
for hearing nt the earliest, possible moment, 
the time taken for communication with 
Dawson being naturally shorter than that 
needed to reach any other point. The 
judges of our courts have the advantage of 
u first-class law library complete In every 
respect, such as could not be secured for 
tlie Yukon without the expenditure of a 
very large sum of money, anil as a further, 
though not Una I reason, the adoption of the 
plan suggested would do much to weld the 
Interests of British Columbia and the Yu- 
kon together. It Is also to be bourne In 
mind that the Dominion government has 
adopted the mining regulations of British 
Columbia, In part, and that It would be na 
enormous advantage to all persons Interest- 
ed in mines and mining properties to have 
the benefit of the British Columbia decis- 
ions, resulting in the course of time In 
establishing the laws of mines and mining 
In both Ilrltlsli Columbia and the Yukon 
upon a sure and certain foundation. 

I beg to 'suggest that this Is a matter 
which the provincial government should 
take up with the Dominion government, 
earnestly endeavoring to obtain tho carry- 
ing out of the proposnl. Let me sny thn' 
I do not claim to be the original Inventor 
of tlie Idea, but It strikes me as one well 
worthy of serious consideration.

COURTS FOlt THE YUKON. 

Sir: In connection with the regulations 
for tlie government of the Yukon district 
of the North West Territories, I beg to 
submit the following suggestion which I 
venture to hope will bear consideration, 
and If adopted would be of very conslder- 
ublo Importance, Until such times ns the 
Y.-kni district Is so organized that, there 
nro l-i the Yukon Itself n sufficient num- 
ber of judges to constitute an appeal court 
by which the decisions of the single judge 
enn be reviewed. It would be a good plnn 
to have an appeal He to the Supreme court 
of British Columbia la hnne, three or more 
Judges making a quorum. This would be 
Infinitely better tbo.n putting litigants who 
may desire an appeal, -to the eipense of n 
trip to Heglnn. N.W.T., whom altogether 
from the question of convenience, the ex- 
pense would ve very much Increased. 
There are many reasons wh.v the Supreme 
court of this province slio lid be the appel- 
ate court for the Yukon until such times ns 
there Is such a court regularly established 
there. Victoria and Vancouver , are more 
closets iii touch With Dnwson, N.W.T., and 
the.' whole British Yukon country, than any 
otlier places In Canndn, so much, so, in fact, 
that we feel that the Yukon Is almost part 
and parcel of our own province. Our 
Judges are trained mid experlniieotl. In 'the 
Intricate and complicated questions of min- 
ing law. having a knowledge of the subject 
not shared by any othor bench In Canada

While it is a kindly custom of the 
newspapers to incorporate in almost all 
reference to tires some stereotype compli- 
ment to the promptitude or the efficiency 
of the firemen, such sentiment is nut 
shared by the insurance companies, ami 
as a result searching inquiry into the 
management or mismanagement of 'lie 
New Westminster conflagration by the 
department o£ tin; Itoyal City is looked 
for. There is a rooted and growing feel- 
ing among many who make the origin, 
management and results of fires their 
study, . that the devastation of New 
Westminster resulted not so much from 
exceptional circumstances' as through 
Jack of organization and intelligent direc- 
tion of the forces of defence at the city's 
command, In this connection the re- 
mark is commonly heard, both in New 
Westminster and in Vancouver, that 
*' this would never have occurred hud 
Chief Ackermun been at home," and in 
this frequently uttered and sometimes 
carelessly voiced comment is found tli 
keynote of the criticism. It is well, no 
<loubt, that it should he so, for in prepar- 
ation lies the safety of communities, and 
it is not easy to comprehend how, with 
very little wind to spread the destructive 
element; the best gravitation water 
system on the Coast; u lire-boat, chemi- 
cal aud steam engines; and a paid and 
drilled department, the lire that kau Juki 
waste the heart of New Westminster 
should not have been coulined to a com- 
paratively circumscribed area. The lirt 
men of other cities cannot and should 
not be consulted as to the .wisdom of 
the course pursued by the Royal City 
brigade, nor should the citizens with 
little or no knowledge of lire-lightin 
The experts should, however, be request- 
ed to hear and analyze the evidence pro- 
curable, and by their judgment silence 
the present gossip among supply and in 
.surance men, or disclose the truth, no 
matter how unpalatable, so that other 
titles may profit by the dearly-bought 
•experience. 

" I do not say the fire could have been 
prevented in occurrence," said the repre 
seutative of one of the largest firms in 
America making a specialty of firemen's 
supplies, " hut from what I have seen 
■and heard on the desolated streets of 
Westminster, there was no rational ex 
cuse for the town's extinction. The 
simultaneous occurrence of the fire at 
•different points along the city front, of 
course, increased the difficulty of bring 
ing it under subjection. So did the re 
ported failure of the water supply, but 
the great difficulty, to put it in. a nut- 
shell, was that the firemen lacked disci 
plined direction. They 'rattled,' and 
worked Well individually, but not col- 
lectively or to a definite point—and there 
y>u are." 

Whatever the unfortunate causes pro 
ducing the calamity of the Ancient Capi 
tal, the heart-rending completeness o: 
the effect is all too apparent. The drear 
ily black expanse of wreck-encumbered 
business sites told their own story, even 
after the passage of a week, to the Vic- 
toria excursionists yesterday. The Are 
mowed cleanly, so far as advantageous 
structures go, the city site from a little 
to the east of fourth street, the exact 
boundary being the Begbie block and 
Queen's hotel, to the Cleveland hotel and 
the Itoyal City mills, on the extreme 
west. The streets along which for about 
eevc-n blocks— or three quarters o 
mile of their length— the fire swept, wen 
Front, Columbia, Clarkson, Victoria 
Carnarvon, Agnes and Itoyal avenue, the 
fire stopping between the latter residen- 
tial thoroughfare and Queen's a 
The cross streets devastated were Tenth, 
Eighth, Lome, Mackenzie, Seventh, 
Sixth and Fourth, and to give n local 
illustration of this area, one can approxi 
mate what the business section of Vic 
toria would resemble were every build 
ing to be obliterated within the area of 
Humboldt, Wharf, Cormorant and Quad 
rn streets— only he it remembered that 
the proportion of this great square to (he 
total area of Victoria is infinitely less 
than was the barned district to the 
whole of New Westminster. 

It is an uncanny thing, hut it Ulna 
traces the completeness of the Eoyal 
City's demolition, to consider how much 
easier it is to count the business estab- 
lishments that remain than to attempt 
enumeration of those that have been 
swept away. 'The former is an easy 
task, for the list includes hut eight— J, 
K. Broi nan's Telegraph hotel, H. Har- 
vey's general store, and the Ontario 
racking Co.'s cannery, on Front street; 
Alexander Hamilton's marble-cutting 
works, on Columbia; the Cleveland ho- 
tel, llohert Evans, proprietor, at the 
other extreme end of this thoroughfare; 
and the Royal City and Pacific Coast 
mills. The old mill wharf of the Bra ole- 
ic ail & Ker Co., with the unoccupied 
Queen's hotel and Burr Mock, added to 
these, make up the sum total of the per- 
manent business properties left to the 
once splendidly constructed city.

Men were busy with pick and 
axe, cutting away the sidewalks which 
were carrying the lire along the roads. 
Telephone and electric light wires were 
falling in every direction. From sewer 
traps, hundreds of feet from the lire, 
columns of smoke were pouring nut, and 
every few minutes a whirlwind would 
tear along the street, collecting smoke, 
sparks, ashes and dust in its course and 



ible force. Then the phenomena ehron 
ided during the great Chicago fire pre- 
sented itself— the tremendous heat ap- 
peared to generate combustible gases 
many feet above the height limit of the 
leaping flames, and these gases igniting 
poured themselves downward t o oom- 
niuaicate destruction to buildings and 
blocks of buildings unscathed by actual 
contact with the burning material. It 
is most probable that the gases were not 
an actuality but that the course of the 
upward mounting hot air was merely 
diverted by contact with, some cold air 
current and by it impelled backward, 10 
complete its devastating mission. An 
other puzzling eccentricity of the groat 
tire was the simultaneous appe 
of Humes on roofs and in the very foun- 
dations of the buildings, tins possibly 
being ascribable to the descending bodies

men cooling the ashes before noon on 
Monday, preparatory to the planting of 
a business tent on the corner of Third 
and Columbia streets; while the profes- 
sional men found office quarters in the 
residential districts— the lawyers without 
their libraries, and the doctors missing 
their instruments. An oddity of (he re- 
location of premises was the difficulty 
experienced by many, even of (he "old 
inhabitants,*' in determining the site of 
their former possessions. Directories 
obtained from A T aneouver were brought 
into service, and pacing out the distance 
from recognized and familiar landmarks 



whirling all around with tremendous 
force. In the midst of nil this chaos, 
men aud women were carrying their 
goods and chattels out of the reach of 
the tire liend; wagons aad express carts 
were conveying furniture, safes, etc., up 
the hill. On the right a man was seen 
dipping a cloth into an open drain aud 
sprinkling the water over a collection of 
goods covered with a carpet; other men 
wore carrying pails of water to shower 
over their goods, and many were quietly 
stamping out the larger sparks anil light- 
ed pieces of wood that were falling on 
the sidewalks and all around. One or 
two people passed by with faces, hands 
or clothes more or less burnt, and on the 
outskirts a few were trying to force their 
way down the burning streets to reach 
the water. Everything was quiet, no 
shouting, crying or panic was seen or 
heard in the crowds of burnt-out and 
almost destitute people.' They only ap- 
peared intent on saving what they had

(luctors, the sidewalks, up the hills'..!

These sidewalks were literally licked 
up, and where they had been, in the light 
of morning were seen paths of greyish 
brown dust, exactly as though a long 
strip of carpet had been rolled up after 
long service hut. curiously leaving rows 
of fire-rusted nails standing out of the 
ashes in unbroken regularity. The odd 
ity hero presented was as much a sight 
for the early visitors as were the fan 
tastlcally twisted telegraph and tele- 
phone wires festooning the grey-black 
streets, or pendant like giant cobwebs 
from the scarred shell of some once state 
ly structure of brick and stone. The per- 
manency of materials is no guarantee 
whoa once a lire assumes large propor- 
tions, anil it is still another contradictory 
absurdity that the solid stone of Trinity 



masses; and in many instances buildings 
fell from the intensity of the heat oven 
before the tiro had been actually com- 
municated to them. Many remarkable 
instances of escape were naturally re- 
corded, not the least interesting .beilig 
that of Mr. Armstrong's handsome resi- 
dence, which was saved solely and en- 
tirely through the use of several barrels 
of a chemical preparation that had been 
mixed as a spray for infected fruit tree.?. 
This, although it was not known before, 
contains many of the properties of 
chemical fire ' extinguishers, thanks to 
which interesting scientific fact, Mr. 
Armstrong and his family have a roof 
ever their heads to-day, although the 
trees in the orchard are ruined, and the 
baked apples have dropped from their 
lire-stripped lira aches. 

The superstitious find many little inci- 
dents about the lire to furnish food for 
their reflections— the tolling of the bell, 
the hoisting of the black Hag with its 
grim emblem of death— and by the way 
if this was raised as a schoolboy prank 
by half a score of home young folk, is it 
not strange that no hint of their identity 
lias yet been given — the stopping of the 
tire at: the sign of the cross, and the 
catheless passage from the flames of the 
ity drinking fountain, which— the cen- 
tral object amid the wreck — looks for 
ill the world like a neat new tombstone 
placed to mark the pivot point of the de- 
solation. 

Aside from the contributions in cash 
md kind to the various agencies of re- 
lief, the equally prompt service rendered 
by the C. I'. K. and by the locally rep- 
resented hanks should not for a moment 
ho lost sight of. It is said that corpora- 
tions have no souls, and this being so 
the C. P. It, presents itself as an illus- 
tration of the exception to prove the 
truth of the general rule. Not only was 
the railway corporation one of the first 
mil the largest subscribers in cash to 
the relief fund but its wrecking crow, 
intelligently directed, was at work early 
on the blue Monday morning, destroying 
the shaking shells of buildings that 
threatened fatalities in their collapse; 
while even before the tents of the mili- 
tary could be requisitioned and supplied, 
a number of coaches had been sent, in 
over the rails from Vancouver, to afford 
comfortable and convenient shelter for 
those most ia need. It will be many 
long days before New Westminster re- 
covers her former place and position; it 
should be longer yet by far when she 
forgets the prompt and very generous 
and timely assistance rendered by the 
C. P. It. in the hour of emergency. 

The banks, too, have done a very great 
deal toward enabling the Royal City 
business men to recover themselves, both 
the Bank of British Columbia and the 
Bank of Montreal having extended such 
credit as required by their patrons, and 
without which many would have been 
unable to enter the battle for another 
trial with fate. Thus assisted, business 
life in the Itoyal City is once more flow- 
ing into its normal- channels, while the 
thread of preparation for the big fair 
has again been taken up, if not with en- 
thusiasm, at least with confidence of 
success. 

It is a grimly humorous coincidcnci 
that the great and crowning feature of 
the show will be, as originally intended— 
"a pyrotechnic display surpassing 
magnitude anything heretofore seen in 
the province of British Columbia

—Cathedral a Great Loss. 

New Westminster, Sept. 17.— (Special) 
The Episcopal endowment fund at West 
minster has been put in bettor shape b; 
the tire. Buildings that the church fund 
was getting little or no rent for hnv 
been burned by which they receive $d,500 
in insurance of buildings destroyed and 
some :t12,001) will be got by the sale of 
sites cleared by the lire. Some of the 
property that is left is enhanced In 
value. The depreciating of the endow- 
ment fund is in net result considerable. 
Before the fire matters were almost 
hopeless; they are now looking bright so 
far as the endowment fund is concerned,

The destruction of the cathedral, how- 
ever, is a very serious loss to the parish 
of Holy Trinity, as the building and 
bells were only insured for $7,500 and 
the total loss Ls at least i?20,0Utl. It. is 
thought possible that the new cathedral 
will be built on a site further up the 
town, instead of in the confined and in- 
convenient hollow in which by an erroi 
of judgment, the old structure was lo 
cated, Some opposition to the proposal 
to remove the church is, however, mani- 
fested by a few old tuners who have 
sentimental associations with the site 
of the barn-like stone building destroy 
ed, which after all, resembled a cathedral 
in name and episcopal association onlv.
